Winter’s 
going to 
hang on’

It’s been a cold, long winter and it’s going to continue to 
be so for another while longer, predict climatologists. 

With temperatures 20 degrees colder then typical for 
this time of year, residents of Didsbury are finding ways 
to adjust to the lasting freeze. 

“There’s usually two to three people in here every cold 
day looking for stuff,” said Joyce Waters, coordinator at 
Knox United Thrift Store. She said last Monday the store 
was bustling with shoppers looking for those extra pieces 
of winter gear to keep them warm. 

Tow truck drivers say they’ve been receiving more calls 
front people needing boosts to start their vehicles and 
taxi drivers have been shuttling into town from Olds to 
help people who don’t own a vehicle. 

“I’ve been called into Didsbury three times already 
today,” said taxi driver Don Brown with A-C’abs in Olds 
Wednesday morning. “And I’ll probably get another call

before the day is done." He said he’s been receiving calls 
from people who need to run errands and get groceries 
but don’t have a car and can’t walk in the freezing temper¬ 
atures. He’s also been driving people to work because 
their vehicles won’t start. 

“This would be a normal day in the dead of winter and 
not at the beginning of March," said senior climatologist 
with Environment Canada, Dave Phillips. “It was plus 10 
this time last year and you're getting into -20s right now. 
March 1 (last year) was 8 degrees instead of -24 as you 
had (last week),” he said. 

And the forecast for the rest of the month doesn’t look 
any better, he said explaining forecasts call for colder 
than normal temperatures and wetter then normal. In 
April he’s saying colder than normal temperatures and 
maybe near normal precipitation. “So hey, winter’s going 
to hang on." He said average temperatures for March 
range between highs of 2 and 3 and lows of -9. 

“(Didsbury) has endured this long cold winter, this 
snowy winter ... we know we live in a country where win¬ 
ter is king but it really gets to the point now where we feel 
we deserve some decent weather - we want spring to 
come. That’s why this week has been a shocker,” he said. 

The cold winter is a result of the La Nina pushing cold 
air from the North Pole. Phillips says all the snow and ice 
on the ground doesn’t help either. “It keeps the air chilled 
and until you melt that snow you’re not going to get any 
warm temperatures.” 

The only sunny news Phillips could offer was the possi¬ 
bility of a warmer than average summer. “()ur initial, very 
preliminary look at summer seems wanner than normal. 
There is some light at the end of the tunnel. It’s not a 
freight train. There’s no guarantee, we’re not always right 
and we do change our minds. I wouldn't even be offering 
that up but I’m looking for that good piece of news to 
keep you all going.”

Man pinned in industrial accident

A 37-year-old male 
employee from Tara 
Oilfields Services Ltd. in 
Didsbury was airlifted to 
Calgary’s Foothills Medical 
Centre Friday evening after 
suffering injuries on 
site. 

Police said the man’s 
head was pinned between 
a pipe and highboy trailer. 
The pipe, on an overhead 
crane was about 10 feet 
long, 44 inches high and 
two inches thick. The 
crane was above and 
beside the man and moved, 
crushing his head between 
the stationary object and 
the pipe. 

The man was still con¬ 


scious and talking at the 
time he was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with injuries to his head 
and arm. 

Police won’t release his 
name or comment on what 
may have caused the acci¬ 
dent because the investiga¬ 
tion has been turned over 
to Occupational Health and 
Safety. 

Barrie Harrison, 

spokesperson for Alberta 
Health and Safety said the 
accident is still under 
investigation and could 
take weeks to determine 
exactly what hap¬ 
pened. 

“We will be speaking 
with the employer and co¬ 
workers and any other wit¬ 
nesses," said Harrison of 
the process. They'll also go

through training records 
and safety plans to deter¬ 
mine what process the 
company has in place to 
mitigate these types of 
instances from occurring 
again. 

"If we feel there is any 
variations from Occupation 
Health and Safety act we 
will share the process with 
crown prosecutor to deter¬ 


mine if there's any charges 
to be laid," he said adding 
that Occupational Health 
and Safety has two years 
from the date of the acci¬ 
dent to lay 

charges. 

Harrison did not have an 
update on the worker’s 
condition hut said he is 
only notified if the person 
dies. 

Martin Sheridan, owner 
of Tara Oilfields wouldn't 
comment on the situation 
or say how the man is 
today. 

He said it was the first 
time in 14 years there has 
been an accident. 

“Safety is number one 
and will continue to be that 
way. He is OK, but I can’t 
say anything more.”

Council’s letter misses the point 


Mr. Mayor, you explained to me several 
days ago, all decisions and writings stem¬ 
ming from your office are the result of a 
collective effort by yourself and all mem¬ 
bers of council. 1 must therefore conclude 
after a collaborative effort it was coun¬ 
cil’s intent to insult all residents when 
you stated in your March 1, 2011 article 
“few if any have ever taken the initiative". 

Communities are founded and indeed 
thriving, for the most part influenced by 
their dedicated volunteers. Folks have 
acquired unique experiences, interests 
and unselfishly volunteer throughout the 
community in an effort to share with its 
residents their individual talents and 
expertise. Everyone’s interests are differ¬ 
ent and not all are interested in actively 
engaging in the political forum. This in no 
way diminishes their interests or observa¬ 
tions when it applies to municipal plan¬ 
ning, taxation, services and fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. Many have given freely, decades 
of their time to ensure consistent devel¬ 
opment of a well-rounded community. 

I, like many other volunteers, am 
offended at your statement “I am glad you 
have the interest and time and energy to 
finally become engaged in the process!" 
There are many who have given far more 
than I to our great community, standing 
as a testament to their conviction. At this 
juncture, I speak only for myself when I 
convey my history within our community. 

It all started when I first arrived in 
Didsbury, spending the first five years 
coaching T-ball for the youngsters, help¬ 
ing to establish a Cadet Corps serving 
that youth as their Training Officer, seven 
years with the local Fire Department, four 
of those years as the Fire Chief, seven 
years as the Director of Chinook Arch 
Victim’s Services Society, eight years as 
the Director of Disaster Services with six 
of those years as the Chairman of 
Directors of Disaster Services for the 
entire county, consuming 50 to 60 hours 
weekly. The last two postings served after 
I became a double amputee with severe 
spinal ii\juries. And 1 am proud of the fact 
that this was accomplished without per¬ 
sonal financial compensation. 

To answer your question, yes, I am 
painfully aware of the commercial land 
the town recently purchased for $1 mil¬ 
lion despite the fact we have failed to uti¬ 
lize much of the existing commercial land 
we already have in place. 

Very similar in nature to the proposed 
subdivision behind my home. It got start¬ 
ed over three years ago and to this day 
there exists one home with no immediate 
plans to erect more. How many single 
home subdivisions do we need in 
Didsbury? 

You mention we are at the 50 per cent 
range in all regards. Makes me happy I 
did not set your standard for success 
when selecting a physician with a 50 per 
cent as his final grade! 

You have graciously extended the offer 
to attend a council meeting to discuss 
these issues, with one stipulation, we 
would be required to submit to you days 
prior to this meeting, any and all ques¬ 
tions we intended to put forth. 1 am really 
not sure where it is you learned this prac¬ 
tice. For the* most part, folks are more 
trusting when they receive a straight 
immediate answer as opposed to one 
carefully crafted and prepared weeks in 
advance. This practice is a strong indica¬ 


tor you are not up to speed regarding 
matters within your own house. Definitely 
not a confidence builder for the taxpayer. 

Curiously, in your response to the 
Review, you avoided every tax issue I set 
forth in my Letter to the Editor. You have 
indicated my writing is plagued by inac¬ 
curacy and if I want accurate information, 
simply ask a councillor. That's odd, 
because almost without exception, the 
tax concerns I broached came right from 
mayor and council on the front page of 
the Review’s February 15, 2011 publica¬ 
tion. Ring a bell of any sort? It remains 
you folks that suggest the following 
increases: four per cent increase in 
taxes, $125 increase in water and sewer 
rates, with water rates rising two per cent 
and a 10 per cent infrastructure increase, 
sewer rates increased by two per cent 
with a 10 per cent infrastructure increase.

Focus on jaywalking first, then speed

the article in the March 1st 
issue of the Didsbury 
Review, "Speed reductions 
considered to protect 
pedestrians". As council 
investigates the possibility 
of reducing the speed limit 
in front of the post office, 

I trust you will consider 
these thoughts. 

In Alberta, and Didsbury, 
jaywalking is against the 
law. In fact, in the event of 
an accident involving a 
jaywalker and a vehicle, 
the pedestrian will be 
charged with impeding the 
flow of traffic. Drivers are 
not charged because the 
pedestrian is crossing at 


an unsafe spot. By defini¬ 
tion, a jaywalker is a crim¬ 
inal. 

For Didsbury legislators 
to consider introducing a 
bylaw to protect criminals 
is just plain silly. The arti¬ 
cle said "without a bylaw 
making jaywalking an 
offence ... pedestrians 
cross the road ... rather 
than going up ... to cross 
at the marked crosswalk". 
Didsbury doesn't need a 
bylaw making jaywalking 
an offence ... it already 
is! 

Crossing the street at 
somewhere other than at 
an intersection or marked 
crosswalk is hazardous, 
and every pedestrian 


knows it. Every pedestrian 
knows if they try to cross 
the street in the middle of 
the road, they might be hit 
by a car.
